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1. Serious divergencies of opinion developed of late between leadiag 
meubers of the Devecratic Party and Marshal. Feveil, Galwak, The Marshes, 
complainad of the secondary place assigned to him, in spite of his betug 
an Independent Deputy and having been selected as such at the Grand Netional 
‘ssenbly. Ue further resented the lacic of reepect showa him by Gala. Bayar, 
Fresident of the IP., as well. as the lack of support givea him on several 
occasions at the Grand National Assembly. Om the other hand, mosberse of 
the Party, particularly such leading men as Adnan Menderes, Fuad S6prlii&. 
Refik Koraltean, and Besri Aktas, the General. Secretary of the Party, were 
equally resent®el of the Marshal's vefusal to join the Demceratie Party. 
These men would like to have the Murshal . become a party wember end adheve 
to the pexty’s policies. Hawerer, as the Marshal had insisted upon reking 
statements to the press which did net conform to the general pelicy of the 
Denocratic Party, the above-mentioned members decided to withdray their 
backing and leeve the Marshal free to act im line with his om idsas as 
an Independent Deputy. 


44 The entire issue had to be clarified and, following the intervention 
of mutual friends, a meeting was arranged between the Marshal and Cei.al, 
Bayar at which the executive members of the Party were present. Phis 
meeting, held Jn Ankara, lasted five hours, during which tima atl questions 
were axanined and an agreement finelly reached. It was agreed that the 
Marshal would remain an independent Deputy on accordance with his om 
wishes, but thet he would refrain from making important declarations 
in the Grand Netional Assembly, to the press, or statenents to thu 
Turkish people without first consulting the Executive Comittee eo: 
the Party. . 


3e The position of the Mershal, has thus beon clearly defined by the 
agreement between him and the Denocratic Party. The Hershel will. 
now be given the ull backing of the Party as a candidate for the. Presidency 
of the Republic, a position he is most anxious to obtain, end he in turn wilt 
support the policies of (DEGbAocratic Party.*

Gakmak wae plaming o break with the Democratic Party because he had 
bean led to believe thet he would take over the leadership cof the Party. 
However, most of tha Party adherents felt that the Marshal was too 
old and teo inexperienced politically to assume ae ret ol Party. 
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
